CARL VITZ

In writing this sketch of Carl Vitz —_— spontan- 
eously there came to my mind these lines from Sir 
Walter Scott: 


Oh; Young Lochinvar is come out of the west 

There never was a knight like the young Lochinvar 

The appearance of Vitz at the New York State 
Library School in Albany in October, 1906, was not as 
dramatic and certainly not as romantic as that of 
young Lochinvar at the scene of his adventure. 
However, like Lochinvar, he certainly made an im- 
pression on his fellow students of dash, go and youth- 
ful enthusiasm. Vitz, who was twenty-three at that 
time, became a page at the Cleveland Public Library 
when he was fifteen. He continued to work for the 
Library part time while he was in high school and in 
Adelbert College from which he graduated with the 
A. B. degree in 1904 (Phi Beta Kappa). He gradu- 
ated from Western Reserve University Library School 
in 1905, the youngest member in its first class of 17 
women and 3 men. He worked in the Cleveland 
Public Library the following year before entering the 
New York State Library School. I was in Albany at 
the time working in the Y.M.C.A. Library, however, 
I had many contacts with Vitz during the year. A 


friendship came into being then which has become 
warmer and closer during the nearly fifty years which 
have intervened. I have enjoyed his keen sense of 
humor. 

The qualities which have made Vitz pre-eminent in 
his profession were evident at this early date. He was 
thorough, enthusiastic, friendly, tactful, resourceful, 
well read and already extremely well informed on 
library administration. His capacity for leadership 
was also evident. He took the top position of the 
graduatesin June, 1907. After his graduation he went 
to Washington, D. C., Public Library as Assistant to 
Dr. George F. Bowerman, the Librarian, at a salary of 
$1,500 a year which in those years was something 
magnificent. There he organized and headed the 
Library's useful arts department. Vitz had a pro- 
found admiration for Dr. Bowerman as an administra- 
tor in an exceptionally difficult position, and this 
brought out one of his most admirable qualities, his 
complete loyalty to his chief. 

From Washington Vitz went in 1909 to be Assistant 
to the Director of the New York State Library, James 
I. Wyer. He again was fortunate in his chief. Hecon- 
tinued in this position until 1912. This was the period 
when the book collection of the New York State 
Library was almost completely destroyed by fire. The 
reports of the Director for 1911 and 1912 give vivid 
accounts of the fire which occurred on March 29, 1911, 
resulting in the loss of 500,000 books and 300,000 
manuscripts, probably the most destructive fire in any 
library in modern times. The following quotation 
from the 1911 report illustrates what Vitz with others 
encountered following the fire: 

In saving books and manuscripts for the State 
Library, work of the utmost discomfort and danger 
was cheerfully and zealously done by the men of the 
Library staff, who endured cold, wet and smoke for 
days, regardless of health, hours, and actual personal 
loss of clothing and effects. On their own initiative 
and anticipating request or suggestion, Messrs. Vitz, 
Biscoe, Tolman, Colson, van Laer, Lester and Gavit, 
heads of the different sections of the Library, and 
others, for two weeks did the work of laborers, which 
no one else had the requisite knowledge of books and 
locations to do so well or at all. 


The New York State Legislature appropriated 
$1,250,000 for replacements as far as possible of the 
book collection to be expended in five years. Vitz, 
being in charge of the Order Department at the time, 
initiated the purchase of books for the new collection. 
In 1912 Vitz became Second Vice Librarian of the 
Cleveland Public Library, and in 1919 he was pro- 
moted to Vice Librarian and served in that position 
from 1919 to 1922. “ ; 
Special mention should be made of his services as 
Chairman of the Legislative Committee of the Ohio 
Library Association for the years 1922-1933, and 
1935-1937, and as President of the Association 1933- 
1934. In my opinion Vitz in his knowledge of methods 
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of approaching a governor and members of legislature 
and putting legislation over is a master. His publica- 
tion ‘“‘Working with a Legislature” published in 1933 
I have found most helpful. His suggestions, of 
course, come from many years of working with the 
Ohio Legislature. The excellent Ohio Library Laws 
are largely due to his own statesmanlike efforts. 

My own most intimate contacts with Vitz came 
when I was President of the American Library Asso- 
ciation 1934-1935 and when he was President 1944- 
1945. In my presidency Vitz was a member of the 
Federal Relations Committee. A full account is 
given in ‘My Memories of a Librarian’’ of the fight 
which was made to obtain federal aid for libraries, and 
reference is made to the valuable assistance rendered 
by Mr. Vitz. During this time my admiration 
steadily grew for his good judgment, common sense 
and ability to express himself clearly and lucidly. To 
meet the attack that was made on federal aid at the 
time Vitz was asked to prepare an answer to the 
various arguments against it. He produced what I 
consider the best statement which has appeared. The 
title of the 32 page brochure is ‘‘A Federal Library 
Agency and Federal Library Aid” published in 1935. 

In his own presidency the most notable accomplish- 
ment was the raising of $88,438.26 for the Library 
Development Fund. The goal was $105,000 and to 
approach thatamount so nearly was truly remarkable. 
Vitz was Chairman of the Library Development Fund 
Campaign and it happened that I was Vice Chairman. 
Once again I had the privilege of watching him in his 
effective though always tactful way bring this effort 
to a successful conclusion. The object of the fund was 
to make provision for an A.L.A. representative at 
Washington. This objective had been dear to the 
hearts of many of usfor years. I attended the meetings 
of the Library Development Committee and meetings 
of the state representatives in the campaign. At all 
times Vitz was the leader and the moving spirit. Paul 
Howard was the first A.L.A. representative in Wash- 
ington and the fund of $88,000 was sufficient to pay 
his salary and other expenditures of the office for four 
years. The other most important event during Mr. 
Vitz’s presidency was the appointment of Dr. Luther 
H. Evans as Librarian of Congress. As President of 
the A.L.A. he recommended to President Truman 
three librarians including Dr. Evans. All three were 
fully qualified for the position. The wise steps which 
he took are succinctly related on page 252 of the July, 
1945, A.L.A. Bulletin. 

Going back now in this narrative for a number of 
years. In 1922 Vitz was appointed Librarian of the 
Toledo Public Library. During the fifteen years in 
which he served in this post the Library progressed 
under his administration. Mention may be made of 
the establishment of a technology department and of 
the erecting of 4 branch library buildings. 

In 1937 he was appointed Librarian of the Minne- 
apolis Public Library succeeding Gratia A. Country- 
man who had served in that capacity for thirty-three 
years. I was in Minneapolis several times during the 
eight years when Vitz was Librarian and I always 
made it a point to visit him in his Library. It wasa 
joy to see him in operation with a complete grasp of 
all the details of library administration. Special 
mention should be made of a successful campaign in 
1945 to raise the library tax from 2 to 3 mills. The 
campaign was organized with his characteristic 
thoroughness and although it was necessary to have a 
60% majority the special election on June 11, 1945, 
showed a 65% majority being 7,500 votes more than 
were needed. 

Perhaps here is the proper place to record the per- 
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sonal and professional life of Carl Vitz. He was born 
on June 3, 1883, in St. Paul, Minnesota, the son of 
The Reverend Martin Vitz, D.D., and Mary Engeler 
Vitz. He was married on August 22, 1910, to Ruth 
Van Aernam. Mrs. Vitz died in 1932 leaving 5 
children, 3 sons and 2 daughters. One son Richard 
died in World War II. Carl married Alda Clayton 
July 7, 1934, and they have 4 sons. 

In attempting to bring to life the personality of 
Carl Vitz I know of no better way than to quote from 
a paper on William Howard Brett which he gave at 
the History Round Table of the 1950 A.L.A. Con- 
ference. What one man admires in another man is an 
index to his own character. 

At the outset we must stress Mr. Brett's originality 
and creativeness. Strange as it may seem, Mr. Brett 
did not think of himself as an inventor, originator, or 
creator. He was not interested in doing anything 
just to be different, or to be first, or to attract atten- 
tion to himself or to his library. He was a modest 
man, in a very full sense of that term. He freely 
borrowed from others and freely shared. To him the 
important a, was to better library service in his 
community. herever anything promised to do a 
task better, he sought it out. Constantly he ques- 
tioned others about what they were doing. When he 
did find and use an idea, he was always generous in 
giving credit, forgetful of the touch of genius, which 
he so often gave to it in the using. For him borrow- 
ing was not mere copying. His imaginative mind and 
his practical common sense made of it something that 
was better. 

Words, moving and enlightening as they often can 
be, are none-the-less feeble things with which to re- 
create the sense of a great and rich personality. There 
are gathered, however, in Miss Eastman’s excellent 
volume, ‘‘Portrait of a Librarian: William H. Brett,” 
tributes from many who knew him. Their very 
number and variety, here skillfully brought together, 
cannot fail to recall to those who knew him and to 
portray for others, something of his rich personality. 
His gift of inspiration, will thus be handed on to 
many future generations of librarians. 

The offices and chairmanships of committees which 
Vitz has held in the A.L.A. and in state library asso- 
ciations would make an amazing record. Mention 
however should be made of the fact that he was the 
first President of the Public Libraries Division of the 
A.L.A. in the year 1946-1947. He with Dr. Arthur 
E. Bostwick, made a survey of the St. Paul Public 
Library in 1929. ‘ 

Carl Vitz was appointed Librarian of the Cincinnati 
Public Library in pany. 1946. His crowning work 
culminated fittingly toward the end of his remarkable 
career in the planning of the new Cincinnati Public 
Library building which was opened to the public on 

anuary 31, 1955; officially on February 12, 1955. 

hat he was exceptionally well qualified to plan this 
building is indicated by the following extensive 
experience: 

Represented New York State Library in watching 
erection of New York State Education Bldg. 1909- 
1912 (cost of building $5,000,000). 

Temporary Clerk of the Works for two branch library 
buildings, Cleveland Public Library. 

Participated in preliminary planning of Cleveland 
Public Library central building, 1921-1922. 

Planned 5 branch library buildings for Toledo Public 
Library and the layout and equipment for 5 
branches in school buildings. 

Library consultant in the planning of the Baltimore 
Public Library, spending two periods of 10 days 
each in Baltimore. 

Consultant, Tacoma; Lexington, Ky.; Denver; and 
Ashland, Ky. 

I was fortunate to spend a day with Mr. Vitz in 

August, 1954. From morning till evening we talked 
and much of the time was used in his showing me the 
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new building of which quite rightly he is inordinately 
proud. In his first conference with the architects 
Vitz told them that what he wanted was a large de- 
partment store building adjusted to public library 
use, and what Cincinnati now has is exactly that. His 
article entitled ‘‘Pleasantly Functional” in the Decem- 
ber 15, 1954, Library Journal describes the build- 
ing (the approximate cost of which was $4,670,000) 
in the greatest detail. This library, designed for 
utility and beauty, will stand as a permanent and 
most fitting monument to Carl Vitz. 

With his busy professional life Mr. Vitz has found 
time to take part in the intellectual and civic activi- 
ties of the community. He has been active in the Ohio 
Philosophical and Historical Society, Cincinnati’s 
Citizenship Council, Rotary Club, Torch Club, and is 
a trustee of the Ohioana Library. Of especial interest 
to him is the Literary Club founded in Cincinnati in 
1849, one of the oldest organizations of its kind in the 
country. Two of several delightful papers which he 
allowed me to see are ‘‘Though Writ but Small: A 
Literary Club paper on Henry Howe,” which he read 
before the Literary Club in 1949; and “Henry F. 
Farny and the McGuffey Readers” published in the 
April, 1954, Bulletin of the Historical and Philosophi- 
cal Society of Ohio. This paper was read before the 
Literary Club on September 23, 1953. Vitz says ‘‘I 
am not a real hobbyist. I don’t want to know too

much or be too thorough on anything.” 
enjoys gardening and stamp collecting. 

At the meeting of the A.L.A. on June 30, 1953, Carl 
Vitz was presented the Lippincott Award by Joseph 
Lippincott, Jr. In making the presentation, Mr. 
Lippincott stated in part ‘‘He has pioneered in new 
developments with vigor and foresight and has 
throughout these many years, true to his duty, helped 
raise the standard of librarianship to its present lofty 
position in American life.” In June, 1954, he received 
a Doctor of Letters degree from Western Reserve 
University. 

Within a few months Carl Vitz will retireas Director 
of the Cincinnati Public Library. No more fitting 
words can be used to close this sketch than those of 
Ernest I. Miller, Associate Director of the Cincinnati 
Public Library who will succeed him as Director: 

He is an amazing man with the energy of any two 
people and ideas enough to keep any three library 
organizations busy. He considers his test 
strengths his sense for public relations and his build- 
ing skill. To this should be added his marvelous 
grasp of detail. There is hardly a phase of library 
work to which he has not given thought. And when 

I say thought I mean something more than mere 

awareness. He studies things from the ground up. 

I admire the man greatly.

Its primary aims are “‘(1) to familiarize the 
student with problems in the technical services and 
with current thought concerning the best solutions of 
them; (2) to familiarize him with sources of pub- 
lished and other information concerning the practice 
and administration of the technical services; (3) to 
indicate methods that have been used in studying the 
technical operations; (4) to point out those areas in 
which research or special study is needed or likely to 
prove fruitful; and (5) to furnish a background of in- 
formation that may be useful in performing the tech- 
nical services.in libraries.”

Theodore Besterman has established at Geneva the 
Societas Bibliographica, for the production of im- 
portant works of reference which cannot be handled 


on a commercial basis. The first publications to be 
issued over the imprint of the Societas Bibliographica 
are a third edition of Mr. Besterman’s own World 
Bibliography of Bibliographies, and a second edition 
of Alfred wenberg’s Annals of Opera.

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The real name of Henry Handel Richardson was Henrietta Ethel Florence Lindesay Richardson. She 
was born in Melbourne, Australia, in 1870, the daughter of an immigrant country doctor. From her early 
childhood she displayed great talent for music, and at the age of seventeen she enrolled as a student of music 
at the Conservatorium in Leipzig, Germany. But she had always wanted to be a writer. She was free to 
follow her longings after her marriage to Professor John G. Robertson, an Irishman, who held the Chair of 
German language and literature at the University of London, for thirty years. He was the first and greatest 
admirer of her literary work. Interestingly, her first magazine and newspaper articles were signed by the 
initials of her real name. But the success of these publications apparently led her to a growing seriousness 
in her literary ambitions, because with the appearance of her first novel, Maurice Guest, she began to use a 
pen-name. Furthermore, she had a morbid fear of being judged too tolerantly if it were known that she was a 
woman. A little twist of letters and words turned her name into the masculine form which we now know. 
Henrietta became Henry, Handel was drawn in for its musical association, and as Henry Handel Richardson 


she faced the critics and the public. 


Although her first novel appeared in 1908, widespread literary success came to her only in 1929 when the 


Australian Literature Society awarded her the gold medal for the best novel of the year, Ultima Thule. 


Handel Richardson died in 1946, in Sussex, England.

THE TWO HENRY JAMESES AND HOWELLS: 
A BIBLIOGRAPHICAL MIX-UP

Three bibliographies of Henry James the novelist! (1843-1916) erroneously list an item — Austin Warren, 
“James and His Secret,”’ Saturday Review of Literature, VIII (May 28, 1932), 759 — which should be listed only 
in the bibliographies of his father, the elder Henry James (1811-1882), and his friend, William Dean Howells. 
The latest and most complete bibliography of the elder James? does contain the item, but it is not to be found 
in any of the standard Howells listings. Professor Warren's article, which locates and dates Howells’s bon 
mot that the elder James ‘‘wrote the ‘Secret of Swedenborg’ and kept it,’’ is primarily concerned with surmises 


about the source and reason for Howells’s statement. It has nothing whatsoever to do with Henry James the 
novelist.

Two earlier bibliographies! of George Edward Woodberry have gradually become obsolete because nu- 
merous unidentified writings by him have subsequently been discovered and because allusions to him continue 
to be made in critical works. They are also deficient in their listings of reprints and reviews of his works 
— Woodberry himself collaborated on the earlier listing). Certain errors? also crept into the earlier 
istings 


The most important group of writings here added to the Woodberry canon are his anonymous contributions 
to The Nation. The present listing is based in part on the master file of The Nation, preserved in that maga- 
zine’s offices. The marginal annotations in that file are far from complete; whole years are unmarked. Another 
source is W. P. Garrison’s account books, preserved in the New York Public Library, listing contributions in 
Vols. 17-32 and 72-82. These sources are already admirably summarized in Mr. Daniel C. Haskell’s authorita- 
tive bibliography of The Nation’. 


The sources for identifying writings in The Nation between June, 1881, and January, 1901, are far from 
adequate. All evidence indicates that from 1881 to 1893 Woodberry contributed regularly to the magazine, 
sad that from 1893 to 1901 he contributed sporadically to it. The writings that can be attributed to him 
with any certainty are manifestly only a small fraction of his total contributions. Garrison’s letters make 
clear that from 1884 until some time in 1893 Woodberry regularly wrote the notices of monthly magazines 
for The Nation‘ except when he was abroad} In 1893, as these letters show, the magazines were taken over by 
George Rice Carpenter. No notices of magazines, however, are attributed to Woodberry in the present 
bibliography, except for pieces specifically mentioned in Woodberry’s correspondence. 


This listing attributes to Woodberry 103 articles and parts of articles not attributed to any author i in any 
existing index or bibliography. The present bibliography, therefore, constitutes a small further step in the 
effort, already carried so far by Mr. Haskell, to clear up the details of The Nation's history. 


Garrison's letters to Woodberry, preserved in the Harvard University Library, frequently acknowledge 
receipt or report publication of pieces in The Nation. Other letters in Woodberry’s correspondence contain 
comments by others which Woodberry evidently knew were relevant to his publications. Articles identified 
by such correspondence are here followed by the letter “C.’”’ The Harvard files also contain various letters 
evidently forwarded by Garrison to Woodberry, commenting on various pieces not mentioned in any Garrison 
letters. Other Garrison letters merely suggest or allude to pieces which eventually appeared. Articles tenta- 
tively identified by letters of the latter two classes are followed by the letters “C” and ““X.” Still more articles 
can be attributed to Woodberry because they are reprinted under other titles in his later collections of his 
essays, without acknowledgement of the earlier publication. All of Woodberry’s poems published separately 
are followed in this bibliography by the letter “P.” All anonymous writings are followed by the letter xd. 
as well as by ‘“‘C” and ““X” when appropriate. Individual paragraphs in The Nation not having separate titles 
are followed by brief identifying notes. Similar explanatory notes follow listings of reviews. 


Most of Woodberry’s books include poems and essays previously published separately or in periodicals. 
These poems and essays have been indexed once only, as of their first appearance. Reprintings of them are 
listed in full under these original entries. The tables of contents of Woodberry’s volumes of collected poems 
and collected essays therefore list only writings not previously published. Books in which Woodberry’s 
writings were reprinted have been listed with short titles where appropriate, and the names of publishers have 
been omitted. Reviews of his books are listed with the volume, year, and page, but not the date, of the period- 
ical in which each appeared. 


Unpublished letters and some other manuscripts are not included. A finding list of Woodberry manu- 
scripts is already available.® 


Mr. Milton Halsey Thomas, Curator of Columbiana in the Columbia University Libraries, has been most 
patient and generous in helping solve innumerable problems of form and organization in this bibliography.

Neither the standard bibliographical guides to English literature nor the scholarly essays and books which 

explore English utopias offer a bibliography of utopian works which makes any pretense of being complete. 

The list of books which follows is an attempt to meet, at least in part, the need for such a bibliography by 

presenting twenty-six titles with a capsule description of each work, beginnin ng with the first English translation

of More’s Utopia (1551) and ending with the first English translation of 
Many of the titles are, of course, familiar ones; but by including them chronology is better served.

For the purpose of this bibliography, a utopia is defined as one which is (1) permeated with the feeling that 
society is capable of improvement, (2) composed, at least in part, of plans for improving society, and (3) formed 
of proposals that are impractical at the time of its writing. 


1551. More, Sir Thomas, A Fruteful and Pleasaunt 
Worke of the Beste State of a Publique Weale, and of the 
New Yle Called Utopia . . . , trans. Ralph Robinson 
(London: A. Vele, 1551) 

First published in 1516 in Latin, this work gives 
the genre its name. It has an elaborate fictional frame- 
work which includes a detailed description of the land, 
manners, customs, and laws of the mythical island of 
Utopia. With its emphasis upon communal living and 
its scorn of ostentation, Utopia looks backward in time 
to the medieval community of monks for its inspiration. 
Commercial activities are merely tolerated because a 
favorable balance of trade is needed in order to pay 
mercenary troops for defending the country. The 
Utopians believe that only inferior men are fit to be 
warriors; consequently, they employ their neighbors, a 
loutish Pin ht for them, -

1659) trans. W. Bavande (London: John Kingston,

Ferrarius offers a sober description of life on earth 
as it will be when man discovers that the way to happiness 
is through the word of God. The author also draws 
upon the wisdom of the classic philosophers when it 
serves his purpose. This ideal land is ruled by a bene- 
volent prince, and merchants are, as in More’s Utopia, 
merely tolerated. 


1606. Hall, Joseph, Heaven upon Earth . . 
J. Porter, 1606) 

Hall describes the ideal state in the Neostoic tradi- 
tion, which blends the teachings of Seneca with Christian 
principles. See also Hall’s Mundus Alter et Idem trans. 

ohn Healy as The Discovery of a New World (London: 
d Biout and W. Barrett, 1609?) In this book, Hall 
offers an anti- -utopia, a land of evil, which, by exposing 
vice, makes virtue seem attractive.

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1606. Bodin, Jean, The Six Bookes of a Commonweale

A treatise on the economic aspects of government 
that is far in advance of its time. It depicts a govern- 
ment based on the theory that goods as well as precious 
metals are a sound basis for measuring national wealth. 
1617. Salkeld, John, A Treatise of Paradise... 

(London: N. Butler, 1617) 

This is a re-creation of Paradise minutely described 
and populated with citizens who live as though Adam 
and Eve had never sinned. Thus the struggle of man 
against man to gain wealth is unknown. 

1621. Burton, Robert, ‘Democritus Junior to the 
Reader,” Anatomy of Melancholy (Oxford, 1621) 

Burton creates ‘‘an Utopia of mine own, a New 
Atlantis, a poetical commonwealth of mine own... 
that contains many suggestions for the improvement 
of societ 
1627. acon, Sir Francis, New Atlantis: A Worke 

Unfinished, published with Sylva Sylvarum .. . 3rd. 
ed., (London: 1631) 

This brilliant fragment tells how some Englishmen, 
blown off their course, enter the harbor of a fair city. 
Though at first refused permission to land, they are 
finally received with great courtesy and shown the won- 
ders of the land. Among these is Salamon’s House, an 
institute devoted to experimental science. 

1631. Eliot, Sir John, The Monarchie of Man, MS, 
1631. 

The Monarchie of Man remained in manuscript 
until 1879, when it was published in a limited edition 
by A. B. Grosart. It was written in prison by an ardent 
republican who wes punished for his opposition to the 
Stuart reign. The book argues that kings, like other men, 
are weak. Therefore, the ideal state cannot come into 
being under an absolute monarch, but may do so under 
republican principles. 

1638. God , Francis, The Man in the Moon... 
(n.p., 1638) 

Godwin weaves an arabesque fancy about the ad- 
ventures of a Spaniard who makes a trip to the moon 
in an engine drawn by swans. In lunar territory he 
finds that ‘‘Food groweth every where without labor 

.’ All other goods a plentiful and free. Con- 
sequently, the inhabitants of the moon live happy lives 
which are free from economic struggle. 

1641. Hartlib, uel, A Description of the Famous 
Kingdom of Macaria (n.p., 1641) 

This is a fictional account of a land where “‘. . . the 
People do live in great Plenty, Prosperity, Health, and 
Happiness... .’’ The name of Hartlib’s utopian 
kingdom is probably derived from a brief reference in 
More’s Utopia to a neighboring land of Macaria, which 
is superior to Utopia because it allows no merchants 
within its borders. There are, however, merchants in 
Hartlib’s Macaria. 

1648. Gott, Samuel, Nova Solyma (London: Joannes 
Legati, 1648) 

A Latin work attributed by its editor and translator 
Walter Begley to John Milton, but ascribed to Gott 
by S. K. Jones (See The Library, 3rd ser., no. 3, July, 
1910). This is a lengthy fictional account of two Eng- 
lishmen who journey to the New Jerusalem, where they 
find an ideal state in which free enterprise is praised, 
trade and commerce flourishes, and high ethical stand- 
ards prevail. 

1651. Hobbes, Thomas, Leviathan, Or the Matter, 
Forme, and Power of a Commonwealth . . . (London: 
A, Crooke, 1651) 

Hobbes bases his elaborate description of the ideal 
government upon the premise that man is essentially 
a self-seeking creature who must be curbed if he is to 
live at peace with his fellows. 

1652. Winstanley, Gerrard, The Law of Freedom in a 
Platform . . . (London: 1652) 

This is a proposal to establish a communal com- 
munity that will forbid all buying and selling. Men 
are to live according to the word of God as revealed in 
the Bible. 


1656. Harrington, James, The Common-Wealth of 

Oceana (London: Liverwell Chapman, 1656) 
Harrington describes ‘‘ . an Empire of Lawes 

and not of Men,” thus coining an expression of demo- 
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cratic principle that remains current in our own time. 

This utopia is constructed on principles midway be- 

tween the absolute monarchy of Hobbes and the abso- 

lute communism of Winstanley. 

1659. Plockhoy, Peter Corneliszoon, A Way Pro- 
pounded to Make the Poor in These and Other Nations 
Happy ... (n.p., 1659) 

Plockhoy depicts a colony of the poor who have 
banded together in their own interest. They do not 
rebel against authority, but “... give to Caesar the 
things that are Caesar’s.”’ 

1 Sadler, John, Olbia. 
Discovered .. . (n.p., 1660) 

The title page of this book promises an account 
of the ‘“ . . . Laws Customs and Government ... 
of the new island, but the promise is not fulfilled. ‘After 
an interesting fictional account of the casting ashore 
of a shipwrecked traveller, the book abruptly turns to a 
mystical harangue about numerology which continues 
to the end of the volume. There has been speculation 
about a lost second volume, but it has not been uncovered. 
1660. H., R., Esquire, New Ailantis (n.p., 1660) 

A continuation of Bacon’s work of the same name, 
this work begins with a summary of Bacon’s unfinished 
utopia, then describes an elaborate code of laws which 
regulate land tenure, commerce, and other aspects of life 
in the mythical land. 

1668. Cavendish, Margaret, Duchess of Newcastle, 
The Description of A New World Called the Blazing 
World (London: 1668) 

This book is a charming and frank attempt at wish 
fulfillment. Lady Cavendish creates an ideal world 
for herself and at the same time expresses her loyalty 
to Charles II in a graceful allegory. 

1675-79. Siden, Le Capitaine, pseud. of Denis 
Vairasse, The History of the Sevarites, trans. A. Rob- 
erts (London: 1675-79) 

An adventurer describes the manners and customs 
ofa po e land where trade and commerce are unknown. 
1676. vill, Joseph, ‘‘Anti-fanatical Religion and 

Free snare Ny In a Continuation of the New 
Atlantis," Essays upon Several Important Subjects .. . 
(London, 1676) 

After offering a summary of Bacon’s New Allentis, 
Glanvill, in his attempt to complete the work, supplies 
he theological details about Bensalem. 

1680. Filmer, Sir Robert, Patriarcha, Or the Natural 
Power of Kings (London: Walter Davis, 1680) 

Here is the best of all possible governments seen 
through the eyes of an ardent royalist. Though written 
during the Interregnum, this book was, for obvious 
reasons, not published until after the Restoration. 
1684. Burnet, Thomas, The Theory of the Earth 

(London: 1684) 

Burnet reconstructs Paradise by references to the 
Bible, the ancient philosophers, and the new science. 
1693. Sadeur, Jacques, pseud. of Gabriel de 

Foigny, A New Discovery of Terra Incognita Austra- 
lis . . . (London, 1693) 

Sadeur relates a fantastic tale of life among a herma- 
phrodite race, who “ look upon our gaudy stuffs, 
and richest silks, as spider’ s webs... 

1693. Antiquity Reviv'd, Or the Government of a Certain 
Island Antiently Call'd "Astreada (n.p., 1693) 

This is a classical phantasy which offers a philosophy 
of government told through the conversations of officials 
of a mythical island with visitors from ancient Greece. 
1695. Bellers, John, Proposals for Raising a — 

of Industry of All Useful Trades and Husbandry . 
(London: T. Soule, 1695) 

Written by a Quaker philanthropist, this short 
work offers a plan for the banding together of artisans 
and farm laborers for their mutual benefit. Old. age, 
death, and other problems which beset humanity are 
considered in a comprehensive social security plan. 
The Proposals are important because they give early 
recognition to the place of labor in the community. 

1699. Fenelon, Francois, The Adventures of Tele- 
machus, trans. I. Littlebury (London: Awsham and 
John Churchill, 1699) 

Fenelon, tutor of the Duke of Burgundy, offers his 
royal pupil a richly embellished treatise on the art of 
government. 
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
